Border  Rural  District  Council. 

Mr  Chairman,  Ladies  and  Gentlemen, 

I herewith  submit  my  Annual  Report  on  the  health  of  the 
community  for  the  year  1958. 

The  population,  as  estimated  by  the  Registrar  General,  at 
mid  year  1958  was  29,990  being  550  more  than  in  1957.  As 
a very  great  amount  of  building  has  taken  place  in  Brampton 
to  house  officials  and  workers  at  the  Spadeadam  Rocket  Site 
over  the  past  two  years  I confidently  expect  an  increase  in  the 
population  figures  for  1959. 

The  corrected  Birth  rate  of  17.7  per  1000  of  the  popula- 
tion remained  the  same  as  for  1957  but  was  still  above  the 
National  rate  of  16.4. 

The  corrected  Death  rate  of  11.8  per  1000  of  population 
compared  with  a rate  of  12.6  in  1957  and  was  practically  the 
same  as  the  England  and  Wales  figure  of  11.7. 

The  Infantile  Mortality  rate  was  26.0  per  1000  live  births 
compared  to  the  very  low  rate  of  17.7  in  1957.  The  England 
and  Wales  rate  for  1958  was  22.5  while  that  for  the  Adminis- 
trative County  of  Cumberland  was  28.1. 

Infectious  disease  notifications  reached  a record  low  level 
in  that  only  63  cases  were  notified  as  opposed  to  the  record 
high  figure  of  785  in  1957. 

No  case  of  Poliomyelitis  occurred  but  very  considerable 
progress  was  made  in  the  vaccination  campaign  as  will  be 
noticed  from  the  appropriate  table. 
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Although  no  major  capital  works  were  carried  out  in  the 
water  supplies  of  the  area  certain  smaller  improvements  were 
completed.  Certain  improvements  were  also  carried  out  in 
sewerage  matters  and  I would  mention  especially  the  com- 
mencement of  a new  sewerage  plant  for  Brampton.  Details 
of  these  are  given  by  the  Engineer  and  Surveyor  within  the 
body  of  this  report. 

During  the  year  71  houses  were  erected  and  full  details 
of  these  and  other  housing  matters  are  contained  in  the  report 
of  the  Chief  Public  Health  Inspector  and  Housing  Officer. 

I would  thank  members  of  the  Council  for  their  continued 
interest  in  health  matters  and  all  members  of  the  Health  Staff 
for  their  valuable  co-operation  and  hard  work  given  so  freely 
during  the  year.

The  Registrar  General’s  estimate  of  the  population  in 
mid-year  1958  was  29,990  being  550  more  than  in  1957. 


It  will  be  recollected  that  in  my  1957  report  an  un- 
expected fall  of  540  in  the  population  was  recorded,  this  being 


due  to  the  large  number  of  Service  Personnel  sent  abroad 
during  the  Suez  crisis.  The  re-establishment  of  Service  Per- 
sonnel in  the  area  to  the  normal  figure  would  explain  the 
apparent  increase  of  population  in  1958.  It  is  expected 
however  that  a very  definite  increase  of  the  civilian  population 
will  be  recorded  by  next  year  by  reason  of  the  considerable 
building  which  has  taken  place  in  Brampton  to  house  officials 
and  workers  from  the  Spadeadam  Rocket  Site.

As  in  the  past  Agriculture  and  Dairy  farming  continue 
to  be  the  main  industries  of  the  district.  The  manufacture  of 
fabrics,  calico  and  woollen  goods  together  with  brickworks, 
plaster  and  cement  works  and  quarrying  employ  a very  con- 
siderable number  of  male  and  female  workers.

Infantile  Mortality: 

There  were  12  deaths  of  infants  under 

one  year 

of  age 

giving  an  Infantile  Mortality  rate  of  26.0  per  thousand  live 
births  as  compared  with  the  low  figure  of  17.7  in  1957.  The 
rate  for  the  administrative  County  of  Cumberland  was  28.17 
per  thousand  live  births,  while  that  of  England  and  Wales  was 
22.5. 


As  has  been  stated  in  previous  reports  considerable  fluc- 
tuation in  the  Infantile  Mortality  rate  must  be  expected  when 
dealing  with  such  small  numbers  as  pertain  in  the  Border  area. 
It  will  be  noted  from  the  table  on  Infantile  Mortality  Rates 
that  there  has  been  a very  steady  and  continuous  drop  in  the 
Mortality  Rate  for  England  and  Wales  over  the  past  ten 
years. 

Of  the  12  infants  who  died  all  were  born  in  a Maternity 
Hospital  and,  with  the  exception  of  two,  who  were  removed 
to  special  Hospitals,  all  died  in  the  hospital  of  birth.  The 
sexes  were  equally  affected  and  there  were  no  deaths  of 
illegitimate  infants.  It  will  be  noted  that  nine  died  in  the 
first  week  of  life  and  of  these  five  died  within  48  hours  of 
birth.  Again  Prematurity  and  Congenital  deformities  were 
the  chief  causes  of  death.

Maternal  Mortality: 

It  is  again  pleasing  to  report  that  there  were  no  maternal 
deaths  in  1958;  the  last  such  death  occurred  in  1954. 


Cancer  Mortality: 

According  to  the  Registrar  General’s  figures  there  were 
52  deaths  from  Cancer,  in  its  various  forms,  giving  a mortality 
rate  of  1.7  per  1,000  of  the  population  equivalent  to  13% 
of  all  deaths.  These  figures  are  a little  less  than  in  1957  and 
considerably  below  the  National  rates  of  2.1  per  1,000  of 
population,  which  rate  represents  nearly  17%  of  all  deaths  in 
the  country. 

From  my  own  records  of  death  returns  a further  3 males 
and  3 females  suffered  from  Cancer  but  as  the  primary  cause 
of  death  in  these  cases  was  given  as  other  than  Cancer  they 
have  not  been  included  in  the  official  Cancer  deaths. 

The  average  age  at  death  of  males  was  64.5  years  while 
that  of  females  was  67.5  years.

There  was  one  less  death  from  Cancer  of  the  lung  and 
bronchus  compared  with  1957 — 5 against  6. 

Over  the  past  5 years  there  has  been  an  average  of  5 such 
deaths  annually  in  the  Border  area  and  therefore  one  cannot 
say  there  has  been  any  noticeable  increase  in  the  incidence 
of  this  disease. 

In  the  Country  generally  however  there  is  no  doubt  that 
lung  cancer  deaths  have  shown  an  ever  mounting  toll  over 
the  last  25  years. 

In  1931  there  were  2,286  such  deaths  rising  to  nearly 

5.000  in  1941  and  to  over  13,000  by  1951.  Since  this  latter 
date  lung  cancer  deaths  have  increased  at  the  alarming  rate 
of  1,000  per  annum  and  in  1957  had  reached  the  figure  of  over 

1 9.000  deaths.

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The  Medical  Research  Council  carried  out  an  extensive 
investigation  into  the  possible  causes  of  this  marked  increase 
in  lung  cancer  deaths  and,  after  reviewing  all  scientific  evid- 
ence, they  decided  that  a large  proportion  of  the  increase  was 
due  to  tobacco  smoking  especially  heavy  cigarette  smoking. 

Accepting  these  findings  therefore  it  would  seem  that 
Cancer  of  the  lung  is  largely  a preventable  disease  and  every 
effort  should  be  made  by  all  concerned — parents,  teachers, 
doctors,  etc.,  to  explain  to  young  people  the  dangers  of 
smoking.  It  is  a more  difficult  propositoin  to  persuade  the 
confirmed  adult  smoker  to  give  up  his  smoking  habits  but  we 
can  at  least  concentrate  on  the  young  person. 

Deaths  from  all  Causes: 

The  total  deaths  recorded  showed  a fall  from  the  previous 
year — 399  compared  with  419 — giving  a crude  death  rate  of 
13  3 per  1000  of  the  population,  and  a corrected  rate  of  11.8. 
This  figure  compares  with  12.6  in  1957  and  is  practically  the 
same  as  for  the  England  and  Wales  figure  of  11.7  for  1958. 

In  my  reports  from  1953  to  1957  I mentioned  that  deaths 
occurring  in  Garlands  Hospital  were  not  transferable  to  the 
area  of  origin  of  the  patient  thereby  tending  to  give  a death 
rate  which  was  not  truly  correct  for  the  general  population 
of  the  area.  In  1957  the  Registrar  General  for  the  first  time 
adjusted  specifically  the  death  rate  area  comparability  factor 
by  taking  into  account  the  presence  of  Garlands  Hospital  in 
the  area.  This  had  the  effect  of  giving  a more  accurate  rate 
for  the  general  population,  but  was  still  not  completely  satis- 
factory. In  January,  1958,  the  General  Register  Office  issued 
Circular  (M.O.H.)  No.  2/1958  dealing  with  transfers  of  Births, 
Deaths  and  Stillbirths.  This  stated  that  “from  1st  January, 
1958,  a death  in  a chronic  sick  or  mental  hospital  will  be 
assigned  to  the  area  of  occurrence  only  if  the  deceased  had 
been  there  for  six  months  or  more.  If  the  deceased  had  been 
there  less  than  six  months  the  death  will  be  transferred  to 
the  area  of  usual  residence.” 
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In  the  five  years  1953-57  total  annual  deaths  in  Garlands 
Hospital  accounted  for  21%  of  all  deaths  in  the  Border  area 
but  under  the  new  system  of  transferability  of  deaths  only 
14%  of  the  total  deaths  in  1958  were  attributable  to  Garlands 
patients. 

Diseases  of  the  Heart  and  Circulatory  System,  as  usual, 
accounted  for  the  greatest  number  of  deaths,  viz.  188  equal 
to  47%  of  all  deaths.  The  coresponding  figures  in  1957  and 
1956  were  49%  and  44%  respectively. 

Vascular  Lesions  of  the  Nervous  System,  i.e.  Cerebral 
Haemorrhage  and  Thrombosis,  accounted  for  66  deaths, 
equivalent  to  16.5%  of  all  deaths.  In  1957  and  1958  the 
corresponding  rates  were  13.6%  and  17.8%  and  while  the 
percentage  in  1958  shows  an  increase  over  the  rate  of  the 
previous  year,  it  is  still  less  than  that  for  the  Country  as  a 
whole. 

Cancer  Deaths.  As  already  indicated,  there  were  52 
Cancer  deaths,  equal  to  13%  of  all  deaths,  practicallv  the  same 
as  in  1957.  The  rate  still  remains  a little  below  that  of  the 
England  and  Wales  figure. 

Diseases  of  the  Respiratory  Svstem,  excluding  Tuber- 
culosis, accounted  for  22  deaths,  equal  to  5.5%  of  total  deaths 
which  is  a little  above  the  1957  figure  but  still  below  the 
National  rate. 

Deaths  from  Motor  Vehicle  Accidents  amounted  to  7 
while  all  other  accidents  accounted  for  13  deaths,  both  figures 
being  the  same  as  in  1957.

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GENERAL  PROVISION  OF  HEALTH  SERVICES  FOR 

THE  AREA 

Laboratory  Services. 

All  necessary  facilities  are  provided  by  the  Public  Health 
Laboratory  service  at  the  Cumberland  Infirmary.  Dr.  J.  S. 
Faulds  is  the  Consultant  Pathologist  while  Dr.  D.  G.  Davies 
is  in  charge  of  all  the  Bacteriological  work. 

I would  again  record  my  grateful  thanks  to  these  gentle- 
men and  their  staff  for  the  excellent  co-operation  and  help 
given  so  freely  during  the  year. 

Ambulance  Facilities. 

The  County  Council,  as  the  Local  Health  Authority, 
provides  and  administers  all  Ambulance  services.  An  am- 
bulance based  at  Kirklinton  serves  the  Northern  area  while  the 
rest  of  the  district  is  served  from  Carlisle.  In  addition  an 
Infectious  Disease  ambulance  is  provided  at  Longtown  Hos- 
pital and  “Sitting  Case”  cars  are  available  throughout  the 
district. 

Nursing  in  the  Home. 

The  County  Council  provides  all  the  necessary  services 
including  District  Nurses,  Midwives,  Health  Visitors  and 
Home  Helps.  There  are  now  45  of  the  latter  on  the  Register 
being  one  more  than  in  1957. 

Clinics  and  Treatment  Centres: 

There  has  been  no  change  in  such  facilities,  there  being 
two  County  Qinics  in  the  area,  namely: — 

Union  Lane,  Brampton,  and  14  Portland  Square,  Car- 
lisle. Clinics  are  held  as  follows: —

Additional  Poliomyelitis  Vaccination  sessions  were  held 
in  both  Clinics  during  the  year. 

Dental  Clinics  are  also  held  at  Brampton,  Longtown  and 
Carlisle  every  week. 

SANITARY  CIRCUMSTANCES  OF  THE  AREA. 
Water  Supplies. 

The  policy  of  regular  bacteriological  examination  of  the 
water  supplies  owned  by  the  Council  was  maintained  together 
with  frequent  inspection  of  the  gathering  grounds. 

A total  of  129  samples  was  taken  during  the  year  with  the 
following  results: 

Excellent  110=85%  of  total 

Unsatisfactory  ...  19=15%  of  total 

Three  chemical  examinations  were  also  carried  out  with 
satisfactory  reports  in  all  cases. 

I am  again  grateful  to  Mr.  W.  Skerry,  Engineer  and 
Surveyor,  for  the  following  report  on  Water  and  Sewerage 
improvements  and  extensions  carried  out  in  1958. 

Water: 

No  major  Capital  Works  were  carried  out  during  the  year 
but  several  minor  ones  were  completed  mainly  as  ancillaries 
for  local  development  in  different  parts  of  the  area. 

1.  Low  Row. 

Additional  spring  was  taken  in  and  coupled  to  the  exist- 
ing system  to  augment  the  supply  during  times  of  shortage. 
Provision  for  chlorination  was  included.  Length  of  main  laid 
1528  X lin.  yards. 
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2.  Crew  Fell  Supply. 

An  extension  was  carried  out  in  the  Easton  area  to 
provide  for  agricultural  needs  in  the  locality.  Length  of  main 
laid  2719  X lin.  yards. 

3.  Lcngtown  Supply. 

This  was  a short  extension  of  some  216  x lin.  yards  to 
allow  for  a Council  Housing  Estate  in  Back  St , Longtown. 

4.  Brampton  Town  Supply. 

A short  extension  was  provided  for  Council  development 
at  Moatside. 

5.  Brampton  Area  Supply. 

Several  extensions  to  provide  for  Ministry  of  Work 
development  at  Millfield  and  Greenfield  Estates  have  been 
completed  totalling  1085  x lin.  yards. 

6.  Gilsland. 

A short  extension  of  some  640  lin.  yards  was  provided 
to  the  Redbeck  area  which  was  without  a supply  and  com- 
pleted in  the  year. 

7.  Wetheral. 

A short  extension  was  completed  to  allow  private 
development  at  The  Jennet  Croft  Estate.

The  provision  of  a new  works  was  started  in  the  year 
and  was  well  in  hand  by  the  end.  Unfortunately,  owing  to 
delays  work  was  not  completed.

Notification  of  Infectious  Diseases,  1941-58. 
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PREVALENCE  CF,  AND  CONTROL  OVER, 
INFECTIOUS  DISEASES. 


Notification  of  Infectious  Diseases  reached  a record  low 
level  in  1958,  only  63  cases  being  notified.  This  was  in  marked 
contrast  to  the  record  high  figure  of  785  recorded  in  1957. 

Measles. 

Only  8 cases  were  notified  compared  with  688  in  1957. 
It  was  expected  that  Measles  notifications  would  be  extremely 
low  for  1958,  and  probably  for  1959,  in  view  of  the  very 
extensive  outbreak  in  1957.  No  cases  were  admitted  to  Hos- 
pital and  there  were  no  deaths. 

Whooping  Cough. 

In  sharp  contrast  to  the  71  cases  notified  in  1957  only  one 
child  was  notified  as  suffering  from  this  disease.  This  may 
be  rather  misleading  as  an  indication  of  the  incidence  of 
Whooping  Cough,  as  undoubtedly,  mild  cases  do  occur  where 
the  General  Practitioner  is  not  called  in  and  therefore  no 
notification  is  made.  I do  think  however  that  Whooping 
Cough  cases  are  tending  to  fall  as  there  has  been  an  increasing 
use  of  Whooping  Cough  vaccination  in  the  past  few  years 
both  by  General  Practitioners  and  in  the  County  Welfare 
Clinics. 

Scarlet  Fever. 

Eight  cases  were  notified  compared  with  three  in  1957. 
As  was  pointed  out  in  last  year’s  report  Scarlet  Fever  has 
ceased  to  be  an  important  disease  although  it  is  still  necessary 
to  follow  up  cases.  All  the  cases  were  mild  and  gave  rise  to 
no  complications. 

Food  Poisoning. 

Three  cases  were  notified  during  the  year,  all  being  due 
to  Salmonella  Typhi-murium  organism. 
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The  first  related  to  a boy  of  8 years  who  undoubtedly 
had  been  infected  outside  the  Border  area  while  in  a Boarding 
School  in  Scotland.  It  was  quite  impossible  to  trace  the 
source  of  this  infection. 

The  other  two  cases  concerned  2 elderly  females  who 
were  patients  in  Garlands  Hospital.  Despite  intensive  investi- 
gation the  source  of  this  infection  was  not  discovered,  but  it  is 
satisfactory  to  report  that  owing  to  the  steps  taken  by  the  Hos- 
pital Medical  Staff  no  further  cases  occurred. 

The  boy  was  successfully  treated  at  home  and  became 
clear  of  infection  within  2 weeks;  but  in  the  case  of  the  females 
2 months  elapsed  before  they  were  considered  free  of  infection. 

Puerperal  Pyrexia. 

One  mild  case  was  notified  and  treated  at  home,  this 
being  the  same  as  for  last  year. 

Erysipelas. 

One  case  was  notified,  the  same  as  in  1957,  and  was  suc- 
cessfully treated  at  home. 

Meningococcal  Meningitis. 

One  case,  a boy  aged  2 years,  was  notified  this  being  the 
first  case  notified  in  the  Border  area  since  1954.  He  was 
admitted  to  Hospital  where  he  recovered  rapidly  under  appro- 
priate antibiotic  and  sulpha  drug  treatment. 

It  is  interesting  to  report  that  swabs  taken  from  the  family 
contacts  showed  that  his  mother  and  his  4 year  old  sister  were 
also  infected  but  remained  free  of  symptoms.  They  were 
treated  however  with  a sulpha  drug  as  a precautionary 
measure. 

This  disease  which  used  to  be  quite  common  20  years 
ago  is  becoming  less  common  and  although  still  a serious 
disease  responds  well  to  modern  drug  treatment. 
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Dysentery 

Forty  cases  were  notified,  the  highest  number  since  1941, 
when  76  cases  occurred.  In  1957  there  were  no  notifications  of 
this  disease.  Of  the  cases  notified,  with  one  exception,  all 
were  confirmed  bacteriologically  as  being  due  to  the  Sonnei 
type  of  organism,  the  type  most  common  in  this  country.  Six 
of  the  patients  were  treated  in  hospital,  being  in  fact  already 
patients  in  Garlands  Hospital. 

There  were  three  distinct  outbreaks,  one  in  Garlands  Hos- 
pital where  six  cases  occurred,  and  two  in  a Children’s  Home, 
In  addition  there  were  four  isolated  incidents  and  one  further 
outbreak  localised  to  a family  of  four. 

Regarding  the  Children’s  Home,  the  first  outbreak  com- 
menced in  June  and  extended  into  July.  Thirteen  young 
children  were  involved,  none  being  seriously  ill  but  neverthe- 
less a great  deal  of  extra  nursing  and  supervision  was  required 
of  the  overworked  and  depleted  staff. 

In  October  another  outbreak  occurred  in  the  same  Home 
when  eight  children  and  two  of  the  staff  were  involved.  Five 
of  the  children  in  this  outbreak  had  also  been  involved  in  the 
June/July  outbreak  and  in  the  light  of  later  experience  it  was 
obvious  that  the  second  outbreak  was  really  a recrudescence 
of  the  first  outbreak  through  one  of  the  children  having  re- 
mained a “carrier”.  The  test  of  cure  in  the  first  outbreak 
had  been  the  obtaining  of  three  consecutive  negative  stools 
which  is  the  usually  accepted  standard,  but  it  was  clear  that 
this  was  not  a sufficiently  rigid  test.  In  the  second  outbreak 
therefore,  it  was  decided  that  all  cases  should  have  six  con- 
secutive negative  results  before  being  considered  clear.  This, 
of  course,  was  responsible  for  a rather  lengthy  supervision 
period  and  although  the  outbreak  commenced  in  the  middle 
of  October,  it  was  not  until  the  middle  of  December  that  the 
cases  were  considered  clear  by  the  new  standard.  In  all, 
over  250  samples  were  sent  in  to  the  Laboratory  from  this 
Home  for  bacteriological  examination. 
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Acute  Poliomyelitis  and  Vaccination. 

No  case  of  this  disease  occurred  in  the  area  in  1958. 

Considerable  progress  was  made  during  the  year  in  the 
carrying  out  of  the  Vaccination  programme  initiated  in  1956 
by  the  Ministry  of  Health. 

Towards  the  end  of  the  year,  vaccination  was  offered  to 
the  young  adult  age  group,  15 — 25  years  of  age,  but  it  will  be 
noted  from  the  appropriate  table  that  the  response  to  this 
offer  was  most  disappointing.  At  the  time  of  writing  this 
report  however,  there  has  been  a little  improvement  in  the 
position. 

The  response  in  the  young  age  group  (6  months  to  15 
years)  has  been  most  gratifying  and  I think  Cumberland  has 
one  of  the  highest  figures  in  the  whole  country  for  vaccination 
of  this  group. 

It  will  be  observed  that  the  table  given  indicates  the 
complete  vaccination  position  at  the  end  of  1958.  Most  vac- 
cinations were  carried  out  during  1958,  as  only  some  600  cases 
were  completed  during  1956  and  1957.

Smallpox 

No  case  or  known  contact  occurred  in  the  district  during 
the  year. 

Primary  vaccinations  showed  very  slight  increase  over 
previous  years  but  this  is  a step  in  the  right  direction  though  I 
would  be  happier  if  more  vaccinations  in  infancy  were  carried 
out.

Diphtheria. 

For  the  tenth  consecutive  year,  no  case  of  diphtheria 
has  occurred  in  the  district,  and  it  is  now  twelve  years  since 
a death  was  recorded  from  this  disease. 

It  is,  however,  disquieting  to  record  that  for  the  first  time 
since  1940,  there  has  not  been  a continued  fall  in  the  incidence 
of  the  disease  in  the  country  as  a whole.  From  the  accompany- 
ing table,  it  will  be  noted  that  in  England  and  Wales  in  1958, 
79  cases  of  verified  Diphtheria  occurred  whereas  the  figures  in 
1956  and  1957  were  51  and  37  respectively.  This  increase 
has  undoubtedly  been  due  to  the  fact  that  fewer  children 
have  been  protected  against  Diphtheria  during  the  past  two 
years. 

Owing  to  the  concentration  by  most  Local  Authorities  on 
Poliomyelitis  Vaccinations,  there  was  a decrease  in  the 
number  of  Diphtheria  immunisations  carried  out  during  1958. 
It  is  important  nevertheless,  that  the  susceptible  child  popula- 
tion continues  to  be  protected  against  Diphtheria  by  im- 
munisation. In  this  respect  therefore  it  would  be  a great 
advantage  if  some  polyvalent  vaccine  could  be  produced 
which,  in  one  course  of  injections,  could  give  protection 
against  Poliomyelitis,  Diptheria,  Whooping  Cough  and 
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Tetanus. 

During  1958  the  following  number  of  children  were  im- 
munised in  the  Border  District: — 

Primary  Immunisations,  all  ages — 365. 

Reinforcement  or  Booster  injections — 477. 

These  figures  are  above  the  average  for  primary  injec- 
tions given  during  the  past  two  years  but  a little  less  than  those 
for  Booster  Injections.  They  are,  however,  probably  higher 
proportionately  than  for  the  rest  of  the  country  during  1958.

Whooping  Cough  Vaccination 

Although  vaccination  against  this  disease  has  been  carried 
out  by  General  Practitioners  for  some  years  past,  it  was  only 
during  1958  that  such  facilities  were  made  available  in  the 
Welfare  Clinics  in  the  area. 
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In  1958,  291  infants  or  young  children  were  thus  pro- 
tected, the  majority  receiving  the  Triple  Antigen  containing 
Diphtheria,  Whooping  Cough  and  Tetanus. 

It  is  important  that  the  very  young  child  should  be 
protected  against  Whooping  Cough  as  this  disease  can  be  a 
most  serious  illness  in  the  baby  under  one  year  of  age.

Of  the  43  cases  added  to  the  register,  12  were  inward 
transfer  cases,  i.e.  cases  already  notified  elsewhere  in  the 
Country  but  who  had  moved  into  the  Border  area  during  the 
year.  In  addition  2 cases  had  come  from  Scotland  where 
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they  had  already  been  notified  but  in  accordance  with  current 
regulations,  were  counted  as  new  cases  in  the  Border  area. 

Two  further  cases,  who  had  left  the  district  in  previous 
years  and  thus  removed  from  the  register,  returned  during 
1958  and  consequently  were  restored  to  the  register. 

Three  cases  were  discovered  as  a result  of  a visit  to  the 
Mass  Radiography  Unit.  One  case  only  was  notified  from 
Garlands  Hospital  whereas  seven  new  cases  were  notified  in 
1957  from  this  hospital. 

There  were  five  recorded  deaths  from  Pulmonary  Tuber- 
culosis, being  one  more  than  in  1957,  giving  a death  rate  of 
0.17  per  1000  of  the  population  which  is  a little  higher  than  the 
figure  for  England  and  Wales.

The  above  total  is  38  less  than  the  corresponding  figure 
for  1957  despite  the  already  reported  43  news  cases  added 
during  the  year. 

I have,  for  some  years,  been  conscious  of  the  fact  that  the 
Tuberculosis  Register  was  not  a true  refiectmn  of  the  number 
of  tuberculosis  patients  in  the  district.  The  register  in  fact  still 
contained  the  names  of  m.any  patients  who  died  from  other 
causes,  or  who  had  recovered,  or  had  left  the  district.  A deter- 
mined effort  was  made  during  the  year  to  fo’low  up  all  cases 
and,  as  a result  it  was  found  that  over  70  cases  could  be 
removed  from  the  1957  total.  The  present  resister,  therefore, 
reflects  a truer  picture  of  actual  Tuberculosis  cases  in  the 
area. 
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Prevention  of  Tuberculosis. 

(a)  Mass  Radiography  Unit. 

The  Mass  Miniature  Radiography  Unit,  under  the  direc- 
tion of  Dr.  W.  H.  Morton,  paid  the  usual  visits  to  the  area 
during  the  year.  In  addition,  the  Unit  paid  a visit  to  the 
Spadeadam  Rocket-testing  site  as  it  was  considered  important 
that  x-ray  facilities  should  be  offered  to  the  large  labour  force 
employed  there.  By  arrangement  with  the  various  firms 
concerned  and  the  active  co-operation  of  the  Ministry  of 
Works,  the  M.M.R.  Unit  visited  Spadeadam  in  September, 
1958  when  nearly  700  workers  were  x-rayed. 

There  has  been  some  concern  recently  regarding  possible 
radiation  hazards  arising  from  too  frequent  x-rays  of  the 
individual,  but  it  is  comforting  to  report  that  the  Adrian  Com- 
mittee, appointed  in  1956  to  report  on  this  very  subject,  stated 
“Mass  Miniature  Radiography,  properly  conducted,  makes 
a negligible  contribution  to  the  total  radiation  to  which  the 
population  is  daily  exposed”.  This  Committee  further  stated 
“In  particular  the  value  of  Mass  Miniature  Radiography  is 
so  great  that  it  must  not  be  curtailed  without  good  cause”. 

I would,  therefore,  again  stress  the  importance  for  all 
adults — young  and  old — to  avail  themselves  of  this  free  x-ray 
service  and  have  a chest  x-ray  taken  every  year.

While  the  total  x-rayed  shows  a substantial  increase  over 
the  1957  figures,  I feel  that  more  people  should  take  advan- 
tage of  this  service.  It  must  be  remembered  that  the  Mass 
X-ray  service  is  directed  not  only  towards  the  discovery  of 
Tuberculosis  cases  but  also  to  the  many  other  conditions 
peculiar  to  the  chest  e.g.  Cancer  of  the  lung,  heart  conditions, 
and  other  bone  and  lung  conditions.

For  the  first  time  in  my  office  as  Medical  Officer  of  the 
Border  Rural  Council,  I have  had  to  take  action  under 
Section  47  of  the  above  Act. 

In  January,  1958,  I had  to  have  an  elderly  lady  removed 
to  Part  III  accommodation  on  a Magistrate’s  order  and  ap- 
propriate medical  certificates.  Subsequently  the  Order  was 
approved  and  extended  by  application  to  the  local  Court.  The 
old  lady  in  question  had  been  under  supervision  for  some 
time  but  conditions  became  so  serious  as  to  necessitate  the 
above  action. 

In  addition  to  above  case,  I visited  12  other  old  people 
who  were  in  need  of  care  and  attention.  Six  were  subsequently 
admitted  to  Hospital  or  Part  III  accommodation  on  a volun- 
tary basis  while  the  remainder  were  kept  under  supervision 
at  home,  three  being  provided  with  Home  Helps  by  the 
County  Council  Health  Authority.

Provision  is  being  made  for  re-housing  the  displaced 
families  in  the  Council’s  new  housing  estate  at  Moatside, 
Brampton  and  negotiations  are  in  progress  for  additional  land 
at  Park  Head.

33  Houses  were  represented  as  unfit.  In  most  cases 
tenants  were  re-housed.

The  number  of  new  drainage  systems  and  water  closets 
provided  in  place  of  earth  closets,  privies,  etc.,  is  90.

Efforts  continue  to  be  made  to  survey  as  many  agricul- 
tural properties  as  possible  and  again  rather  more  than  a 
quarter  of  such  holdings  were  inspected  during  the  year. 

One  Statutory  Notice  was  served  during  the  year. 

The  Council’s  Sewerage  Works  and  Refuse  Tips  are 
regularly  visited  and  treated  as  required.

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Refuse  Collection 

During  the  year  extensions  were  made  to  the  areas  of 
collection  to  include  parts  of  Arthuret,  Kirkandrews,  Nichol- 
forest,  Stapleton,  Bewcastle  and  Solport  Parishes.  This 
necessitated  considerable  re-arrangement  of  the  collections 
schedules  and  it  was  decided  to  reduce  collections  in  Bramp- 
ton and  Longtown  to  once-weekly. 

A second  large  capacity  rear  loading  vehicle  was  brought 
into  use  at  the  beginning  of  the  year  and  the  fleet  now  con- 
sists of  two  of  these  vehicles  and  two  smaller  capacity  side- 
loading vehicles,  one  of  which  is  kept  in  reserve.  The  value 
of  the  large-capacity  vehicles  is  now  clearly  established  in  a 
district  of  this  nature  where  there  are  long  hauls  to  refuse  tips. 
Refuse  is  collected  from  approximately  7,200  houses  and 
only  the  more  isolated  farms  and  houses  are  omitted.  In 
addition  a considerable  quality  of  refuse  is  collected  from 
Government  establishments  within  the  district.  The  average 
cost  of  collection  is  24/3d.  per  house  per  annum. 

During  the  year  one  refuse  tip  was  closed,  levelled  and 
handed  back  to  the  owners.  The  Council  still  maintain  12 
tips,  but  several  of  these  have  only  a very  short  life  and  new 
tips  will  be  required  in  the  near  future. 

The  amount  of  waste  paper  collected  and  disposed  of  was 
disappointingly  low,  but  in  view  of  the  low  price  received  it 
is  doubtful  whether  a special  effort  to  increase  the  figure  would 
be  worth  while.
